Minnesota butter under present condi 
tions, declared 
Commissioner 
E. 
K 
Slater 
yesterday 
when he 
returned 
from New York where he had gone to 
make an effort to gain some special rec­ 
ognition for butter in packages with 
tho Minnesota brand. 
New York deal­ 
ers would scratch out the Minnesota 
brand on the tub and the Minnesota 
dairymen would gain nothing. 
The new code allows any person man 
ufacturing butter which is exclusively 
the product of wholesome and unadul­ 
terated milk or cream to label and sell 
the same as “ Minnesota Pure Dairy (or 
creamery Bu tter," as the case may be, 
and may add to this^the name of the 
county where it is made, using for the 
purpose a stencil furnished by the dairy 
and food commissioner. 
It was thought with tho reputation 
Minnesota lias for winning the prizes at 
all the butter contests there would be a 
demand for 
Minnesota butter and it 
would bring better prices than 
when 
shipped and sold on par with butter 
from other states. 
Commissioner Sinter went to New 
York to see if arrangements could be 
made with the dealers to handle the 
butter under the Minnesota brand but 
he found them unwilling to do this. He 
found that all the large dealers were 
establishing their own brands of butter 
and pushing these, buying butter wher 
ever they could and using flutter of cer 
tain quality for their different brands 
If butter were shipped to them they 
would scratch otLthe Minnesota brand 
and label the package with their own 
brand and as a result Mr. Slater believes 
Minnesota shippers would not benefit 
at all by putting their label on the but­ 
ter.— Minneapolis Journal.

una just at present. 
They own several 
heavy shippers nearer tho head of tho 
lakes ami until these are a great deal 
nearer worked out than they are at 
present, there is no need for them to go 
further inland for ore. ”

think that one mine alone could get the 
right rates from the Northern Pacific 
railroad so long as it was the only road 
touching the range.
